Windows repair 

Meet the woman behind Microsoft’s effort to restore users’ faith after Vista

REDMOND, Wash. Julie Larson-Green hopes 
you’ll like Windows 7. If not, well, now you 
and a billion other people know whom to 
blame. 

Microsoft is counting on Larson- Green, 
its head of “Windows Experience,” to deliv- 
er an operating system that delights the 
world’s PC users as much as its last effort, 
Vista, disappointed them. She’s in charge of 
a wide swath of the system, from the way 
buttons and menus work to getting the 
software out in January as scheduled. 

“We want to reduce the amount of think- 
ing about the software that they have to do, 
so that they can concentrate all their think- 
ing on the task they’re trying to get done,” 
Larson- Green said in an interview. 

Microsoft relies on Windows for half its 
profit, and it still was profitable after Vista’s 
2007 launch, but its poor reception dinged 
the software maker’s reputation. 


OPERATION FEEDBACK 

To improve Windows 7, Microsoft remotely 
tracked nearly 11 million Vista users who 
let their PC activities be monitored and 
surveyed more than 250,000 people 
around the world. An example of a new 
Windows 7 feature: You decide the left-to- 
right order of icons in the task bar at the 
bottom of your screen. 

What’s more, Vista’s initial incompat- 
ibility with many existing programs and 
devices, and its pestering security warn- 
ings, exposed Microsoft to ridicule in 
Apple commercials that helped Macintosh 
computers gain market share. Businesses 
didn’t give up Windows, but many delayed 
upgrading to Vista. 

'You probably don’t know her name, but 
if you’re using Office 2007, the sleeper hit 
of the Vista era, you’re already familiar with 
Larson- Green’s work. She was the one who 


banished the familiar system of menus on 
Word, Excel and other programs in favor of 
a new “ribbon” that shows different options 
at different times, depending on what a 
user is working on. It seemed risky, but it 
was grounded in mountains of data showing 
how people used the software. 

To build Windows 7, Larson- Green, 47, 
sought insights in a daunting mass of data, 
as she did with Office. 

Her team tried to build an operating 
system people could use without studying 
first, one that would let them get right to 
reading the news or sending e-mail with- 
out dragging them down a rabbit hole of 
settings and configurations. A system with 
manners, not one that constantly interrupts 
with bubbles, boxes and warnings that, data 
showed, people ignored or raced to close. 

“I think people are going to like it,” 
Larson- Green said. Her voice rose a few 
notes when she added, “I hope so.”

SHAKING, NOT STIRRED 

President Obama on Sunday strongly defended 
his highly publicized handshakes with 
Venezuelan President Hugo Chavez at a closing 
news conference at the Summit of the Americas 
in Trinidad and Tobago. Obama also suggested 
Cuba release its political prisoners. 

The president’s greeting of Chavez drew quick 
condemnation from Republicans back home, but 
Obama brushed that aside. He said Venezuela has 
a defense budget about one-six hundredth the 
size of the United States’, and owns Citgo, the oil 
company. “It’s hard to believe we are endanger- 
ing the strategic interests of the United States” by 
talking with Chavez, Obama said. 

Former Central Intelligence Agency Director 
Michael Hayden, an official in the Bush 
administration, expressed caution about any 
changes in U.S. relations with Venezuela, calling 
Chavez’s behavior “downright horrendous.” 

MORE BANK BAILOUTS 

Some big banks will need more bailout bucks, 
Obama administration officials said Sunday, 
although it is unlikely the government might 
need to take over any reeling institution. 

Regulators now are putting the nation’s 
19 largest banks through tests to determine 
their ability to withstand worsening economic 
conditions. The government hopes to make the 
results public in early May. 

PLASTIC SURGERY 

Meanwhile, the White House says that it will 
back congressional efforts to clamp down 
on credit card abuses. The House and Senate 
are considering a credit card bill of rights to 
limit the ability of credit card companies to 
raise interest rates on existing balances and to 
require greater disclosure, ap

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Don’t cross 
pedestrians

Two new efforts are afoot to make it safer for 
pedestrians to cross the street— and more 
costly for drivers who endanger walkers. 

Chicago police will intensify the city’s 
crosswalk enforcement program this week, 
pulling over and ticketing drivers who fail to 
yield to plainclothes police officers posing as 
pedestrians at intersections that don’t have 
stop signs or traffic signals. 

“We started out by issuing warnings last 
year to get the word out that it’s not just a 
courtesy, but the 
law for drivers to 
yield to pedestri- 
ans in crosswalks,” 
said Kiersten 
Grove, pedestrian 
program coordina- 
tor at the Chicago 
Department of 
Transportation. 

“Now police will 
be issuing moving- 
violation tickets” with fines ranging up to 
$500, said Grove, who is the main architect 
of the crosswalk enforcement campaign. 

Meanwhile, legislation pending before the 
state Senate would go even further, strength- 
ening the Illinois vehicle code by requiring 
drivers to not only yield— but stop— when 
pedestrians are in crosswalks. 

Violators would face a minimum $150 
fine in Illinois. The measure has passed the 
House. Current law requires drivers to yield 
to pedestrians in crosswalks by slowing down 
or stopping if necessary 

Meanwhile, Chicago plans to conduct 
several high-profile crosswalk enforce- 
ment operations this week: 8 a.m. Thursday 
at Nagle and Peterson Avenues; 8 a.m. 
Saturday at 119th Street and Stewart Avenue; 
10:30 a.m. Saturday at 103rd Street and 
South Prairie Avenue; and i p.m. Saturday 
at 86th Street and Commercial Avenue, 
according to the Chicago Department of 
Transportation. 

Several crosswalk enforcement stings will 
be conducted each week through September 
at locations with a history of vehicle-pedes- 
trian accidents or at crosswalks near schools, 
senior citizen centers and shopping areas 
where there is heavy foot traffic, according 
to CDOT

Clinton says thanks 


Former president, 
dignitaries open 
holocaust museum

Former President Bill Clinton opened the 
Illinois Holocaust Museum & Education 
Center in Skokie on Sunday with a speech 
that thanked survivors for their courage to 
educate others during a time when geno- 
cide still unfolds across the world. 

An estimated 12,000 people slogged 
through rain to attend the ceremony, held 
beneath a tent outdoors, that included a 
videotaped statement by President Obama 
and the appearance of Holocaust survivor 
and author Elie Wiesel. 

“Deeply in every person, the forces of 
light and darkness do battle,” Clinton 
said. “When the darker forces prevail, the 
capacity for evil rises. That must always be 
remembered and opposed.” 

Gov Quinn, hip-hop violinist Miri Ben- 
Ari, the German ambassador to the U.S. 
and other dignitaries also participated in 
opening festivities. 

The $45 million museum culminates 
years of work by Holocaust survivors. 


CLOSER LOOK 

The newly opened museum, designed 
by architect Stanley Tigerman, covers 
65,000 square feet and contains two 
wings, one dark and one light. The dark 
side houses the main exhibit with the 
horrors of the Holocaust depicted, while 
the light side symbolizes rescue, renewal, 
hope and remembrance. 

who were stirred to take action in the mid- 
1970s when a neo-Nazi group threatened 
to march in Skokie. The march never took 
place, but survivors formed a foundation 
and speakers bureau that opened a small 
storefront museum on Main Street. 

“It struck me as particularly significant 
that this will be the last museum built in 
the United States with the direct memo- 
ries of the survivors,” Clinton said. 

He spoke of other genocides, of his sor- 
row for not getting involved earlier to stop 
the killing in Rwanda. And he voiced sup- 
port for Israel. 

Wiesel, author of the book “Night,” 
which described his survival of the 
Holocaust, asked: “Has the world learned 
the lesson? Sadly, the answer is no.” 

He cited the mass killings in Cambodia, 


Darfur, the Balkans and Rwanda, but 
emphasized that each person can make 
a difference with a simple action. “You 
never can know the impact and the conse- 
quences of a word, a sentence, a prayer or 
a smile,” Wiesel said. 

After the opening ceremony, audience 
members were visibly moved, with some 
staying in their seats to watch videotaped 
testimonies from survivors. 

“It was fantastic. It was overwhelming, 
just the magnitude of the hard work and 
the level of importance of what is being 
done for the community,” said Jennifer 
Neal, 37, of Crown Point, Ind. 

J.B. Pritzker, the museum’s capital cam- 
paign chairman, said that the museum is 
not limited to Jewish history 

“These are not simply Jewish stories or 
Polish stories or Catholic or gay or lesbian 
stories,” Pritzker said in opening remarks. 
“These are stories about mankind in all of 
its dimensions. There were tormentors, 
and there were victims. ... A few risked 
everything so that others could live.” 

About seven neo-Nazis, some waving 
swastikas, quietly protested several hun- 
dred yards from the museum dedication, 
Skokie Police Cmdr. Michael Ruth said.

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Churches against sexual violence 



In an unprecedented move in the Chicago 
area, more than a dozen churches on the 
city’s West Side delivered coordinated 
sermons on sexual violence Sunday, say- 
ing it was time for a widespread but often 
hidden problem to be addressed from the 
pulpit. 

At the Greater St, John Bible Church 
in Austin, Yancey Bady an associate min- 
ister, went one step further, confessing 
during his sermon that he himself had 
been a victim of sexual abuse— a revela- 
tion that brought members of the con- 
gregation to their feet with shouts of 
support, 

“Brother preacher knows what you’re 
going through,” Bady said, as he called on 
all the victims of sexual violence to turn to 
God and counselors for healing, “Brother 
preacher been molested too,” 

The churches that participated in the 
Sunday of Sermons are part of a broader 
coalition called the Leaders Network, The 
group has coordinated sermons before to 
bring attention to community issues, such 
as the need for school funding, but never 
before have the sermons addressed on the 
often taboo subject of sexual violence. 


Sharmili Majmudar, executive director 
of Rape Victims Advocates, a Chicago 
organization that helped organize them, 
said no event of this kind had never taken 
place anywhere in the city. 

What helped prompt the sermons was 
lingering outrage over the brutal rape of 
a teenage girl in Austin last fall. 


Sunday’s sermons, timed to take place 
during Sexual Assault Awareness Month, 
were designed to shed light on the preva- 
lence of sexual violence and to shatter 
the silence surrounding it, he said, adding 
that the move was especially important 
in the predominantly African-American 
West Side of the city.

U.S. manufacturers, including major 
drugmakers, have legally released at least 
271 million pounds of pharmaceuticals into 
waterways that often provide drinking 
water— contamination the federal govern- 
ment has consistently overlooked, accord- 
ing to an Associated Press investigation. 

Hundreds of active pharmaceutical 
ingredients are used in a variety of manu- 
facturing, including drugmaking: For 
example, lithium is used to make ceram- 
ics and treat bipolar disorder; nitroglyc- 
erin is a heart drug and also used in explo-

sives; copper shows up in everything from 
pipes to contraceptives. 

Federal and industry officials say they 
don’t know the extent to which pharma- 


ceuticals are released by U.S. manufac- 
turers because no one tracks them— as 
drugs. But a close analysis of 20 years of 
federal records found that, in fact, the 
government unintentionally keeps data 
on a few, allowing a glimpse of the phar- 
maceuticals coming from factories. 

The data don’t show precisely how 
much of the 271 million pounds comes 
from drugmakers versus other manufac- 
turers; also, the figure is a massive under- 
count because of the limited federal gov- 
ernment tracking.

Quality tops 
quantity when it 
comes to besties

You might go on Craigslist to get rid of a gen- 
tly used sofa, join a running group or find a 
roommate. 

But could you use it to find a new best 
bud? 

It’s worth a shot, according to South Sider 
Zaquita Alexander, 

“I have a lot of friends, but we don’t have 
the same interests anymore,” Alexander, 29, 
said. 

That’s why she posted a Craigslist ad “look- 
ing for a new BFF” in late March, 

“I love sushi, and when I ask my girlfriends 
I have now if they want to go with me, they 
say, ‘Eeeew,’ ’’Alexander said, 

“They don’t want to check out a play with 
me, even though I’m into theater, A lot of 
them are married and setded, or just want to 
keep doing the same things we did when we 
were younger,” 

Alexander was nervous about posting a 
call-out for a confidant, especially online for 
all to see, she said, but local experts agreed 
that finding a close friend, especially in your 
mid-20s and 30s, is serious work. 

It’s almost like looking for a partner, hus- 
band or wife, a local life coach and psycho- 
therapist told RedEye, 

But it’s worth the effort, online or other- 
wise, Several recent scientific studies have 
shown a link between good friends and happi- 
ness, even longevity, according to University 
of Chicago professor John Cacioppo, who is 
involved in a 10 -year study of social relation- 
ships set to end in 2010, 

Some recent studies even suggest that the 
more friends you have, the more money you 
make, according to Cacioppo, 

There is some truth to that, but that doesn’t 
mean more buds equals more Benjamins, 
“We do find money and loneliness to be 
inverse, but it’s more about happiness and 
connectedness,” Cacioppo said. Friendlier 
professionals tend to get bigger bonuses, 
more job referrals and positive attention 
from co-workers, “People who have trouble 
making friends are usually hypersensitive to 
perceived social slights and therefore less 
likely to be successful in a team environment,” 
Cacioppo said. 

There’s nothing wrong with having fewer 
friends, though, as long as they are strong. 


positive and real connections, 

“The book we’ve written suggests it isn’t a 
number— there is a quality of relationships 
that relates to happiness,” Cacioppo said of 
findings in the 2008 book he co-authored, 
“Loneliness,” More data is set to be released 
as a book in the near future, he said, ‘A person 
who has 1,000 friends on Facebook but no 
meaningful relationships isn’t going to neces- 
sarily be happy” 

Even if you have good friends, you must be 
willing to adapt and let others into your inner 
circle as life changes, said local life coach 
Kathryn Keller of kckellerxom, Keller said 


most people have relationships with others 
on five levels, ranging from “best” and “close” 
friends to peripheral people you see and talk 
to on a limited level. 

People move in and out of those circles, 
Keller said, but maintaining at least two or 
three close friends helps stave off feelings of 
loneliness, 

Chatham’s Karen Coleman appears to be 
living Keller’s advice, 

Coleman, 36, said she has had many close 
friends over the years, but now treasures rela- 
tionships with three, 

“My circle has gotten tighter over the years. 


and that happens as your life changes and goes 
in one direction, while your friends’ lives go in 
theirs,” Coleman said. Last month, she made 
her circle even tighter after a cousin with 
whom she had a close relationship blogged 
about the details of her personal life in an 
unflattering way, Coleman said, 

“She will always be my family,” Coleman 
said, “But she will no longer be a person I 
confide in,” 

River North’s Derrick Alba said trust plays 
a big role in his decision to limit himself to 
one or two really good friends, 

“I don’t think you can ever have too many 
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How many friends can you handle? 

The answer varies according to the individual, local experts 
told Red Eye.
